Sunera 
Thobani’s International Women’s Day visit and Trey Anthony’s guest lecture contributed to the 
inauguration of this course by helping us think together about race in the Canadian and 
international contexts 


Sunera Thobani 
Imperial Longings, Feminist Responses: Recasting Canadian Nationhood After 9/11. 
Monday, March 7**, at Concordia’s Samuel Bronfman Building, 1590 Dr. Penfield. 


Controversial feminist professor Sunera Thobani was the Simone de Beauvoir Institute’s guest 
speaker for International Women’s Day this year. Thobani, Assistant Professor of Women’s 
Studies at the University of British Columbia, is committed to building an anti-racist women’s 
movement in Canada. As the first woman of color to head the National Action Committee on the 
Status of Women, she devoted her time in office to raising awareness of racial issues as they affect 
women. 


Her visibility increased because of a speech she made in the wake of the September 11" attacks 
on US. targets. Rejecting the claim that “we are all Americans now,” Thobani called for 
recognition of 9/11 in the context of U.S. policy and actions around the world. In that polarized 
moment, her remarks aroused intense political passions — from supporters and opponents alike.

Trey Anthony, queer black feminist/actor/comedian/ playwright spoke about her personal 
experience of trying to combat the fears of not being good enough, worthy enough, and how her 
fears prevented her from being who she could be. Her talk focused on how writing her play ‘da 
kink in my hair allowed her to come out as a queer artist and become a social activist who combats 
homophobia, racism, and sexism. 


Anthony, who is also the host and executive producer of the popular comedy festival ‘dat girl sho 
is funny, read and presented clips from her play, ‘da kink in my hair. The play, in which she also 
stars, began as a Fringe Festival performance and enjoyed an extended run at Toronto’s Princess 
of Wales Theatre, one of the largest venues in Canada. She took one night off to share her 
experience and her work with the Montréal audience.
